the studies pursued in the lower classes 
having been gone over last Fall. We have, 
from time to time, looked in upon these exam- 
inations, and spent many pleasant hours in 
listening to the recitations, the music, decla- 


| animated and intelligent countenances of the 


children and the proud gratification of the 
parents—and admiring the perfect order, dis- 
cipline and deegrum which prevailed through- 
out the crowded rooms. We are proud of 
these noble institutions, scattered up and 
down in every part of our City, and.it affords 
us unmingled pleasure heartily to commend 
them to every parent and guardian who is de-. 
sirous of a thorough, practical, complete Eng- 
lish education for his children. 

The examinations of the Grammar Schools, 
as they are now termed—the Male and Fe- 
male Departments, respectively, of the Ward 
Schools—have been chiefly conducted by As- 
sistant-Superintendent McK zen, and those of 
the Primary Departments by Assistant-Super- 
intendent Srron,—the City Superintendent, 
Mr. Rawpaut, being usually. in. attendance 
upon both, and participating, at intervals, in 
the examinations. The school officers of the 
respective Wards, and members of the Board 
of Bducation, as well as teachers from other 
Wards' have also been present, together with 
crowded audiences of parents and visitors. 
The several classes have been thoroughly re- 


viewed in reading, spelling, definition, gram- 


mar, geography, history—ancient and modern 
—arithmetic, algebra and astronomy. Occa- 
sionally classes in physiology and book-keep- 
ing, and in one or two instances in Latin, 
have been heard; and we have been both 


gratified and surprised at the promptitude and 
accuracy of the answers given by the pupils, of 


every grade, in the. various branches of study 
included in these examimations. The several 
teachers have shown themselves well qualified 
in all respects, for the positions they hold— 
able, competent and faithful; and the school- 
rooms, with their diversified exercises, ani- 
mating music, beautiful decorations in draw- 
ing, penmanship, needle-work and embroidery, 
presented anything but that repulsive aspect 
which is so apt to be associated with the idea 
of the schools of the oldentime. At the close 
of the exercises, brief and pertinent addresses 
were made by the Superintendents, School- 
officers, and other gentlemen in attendance ; 
and the audience separated with a clear con- 
viction that the intellectual and moral educa- 
tion of their children was in good hands— 
that all the associations of the schooland 
school-room were elevated, tasteful and refin- 
ing—that the head and the heart of the young 
learners were equally cultivated ; and that no 
better institutions for youthful training and 
discipline ‘were to be found in the City or out 
of it, than the Public Schools. In this con- 
viction we fully and cordially concur. 

The most fastidious parent need entertain 
no apprehension, either of the physical or 
moral welfare. of the children confided to 

schools. Everything connected with 


} them is pleasant, commodious and attractive ; 


and teachers, school officers and superinten- 
dents vie with each other in rendering them 
in every respect worthy of the most unlimit- 
ed confidence and regard. If there are any 
who are at all skeptical on these points, we 
entreat them to spend a single day, or even a 
single hour, in any of these schools, and sat- 
isfy themselves of the truth. If there are 
any Rie Vin Winkies among us, whose ideas 
of public. schools are derived from their own 
experience of a quarter of 8 century past, we 
promise them @ most magnificent surprise if 
they will only accompany us for en hour or
